BIKES AS BAGGAGE. 


Aignments in a Test Case in St. 
Louis Yesterday. 


MO. PAG. THE DEFENDAxNT. 


Items of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit of 
“Democrat” Readers. 


Wheelmen were out in torce at 
the court house in St. Louis yes­ 
terday to hear the argument in the 
test case instituted by James R. 
Bettis to compel railroads to handle 
bicycles as baggage. 


Mr. Bettis resides at Webster, on 
the Missouri Pacific road. 
His bi­ 
cycle weighs about 25 pounds, and 
every time be went to town or went 
home and took his bicycle with him 
it cost him 25 cents in addition to 
his fare. 
He instituted mandamus 
proceedings to force the Missouri 
Pacific to carry the bicycle without 
extra 
charge. 
T o d a y ’s 
Republic 
says: 


The prosecution yesterday cited 
the statutes of Missouri, which re- 
tjuire that 100 pounds of ordinary 
^aRgage be carried by the carrier 
for each 
passenger without extra 
cost; that, therefore, 
the case re­ 
solved itself into the question as to 
whether a bicycle could be regard­ 
ed as baggage. 
It had been decid­ 
ed in various cases that the word 
•^baggage” denominated such arti­ 
cles as a traveler would 
take with 
him on his journey, as necessary 
adjuncts in his position in life, and 
to be used during the journey or at 
his journey’s end. 


A n 
artist’s 
easel, 
carpenter’s 
tools, seaman’s glass, hunter’s guns, 
fisherman’s tackle, 
etc., 
all come 
within the term of *‘baggage,” and 
N ew York, Ohio and Rhode Island 
have already decreed that railroads 
should carry bicycles as baggage 
without extra cost, the same as any 
other baggage. 


Th^ 
railroads 
carried them as 
baggage everywhere until they be­ 
came so numerous that a minimum 
charge of 25 cents was collected for 
each bicycle, in order to stop their 
transportation on trains, rather than 
for 
revenue. 
In 
some 
instances 
where the local fare is 10 or 15 
cents, the additional charge for the 
bicycle is 25 cents. 
T he defense claimed that a bi­ 
cycle was in fact a vehicle; that it 
had its rights on the roads; i h ^ if 
they could be compelled to carry 
bicycles as baggage without extra 
pay, they could just as reasonably 
be ordered to carry a horse and 
buggy belonging to some passenger; 
that, also, owing to the size and 
delicacy of a bicycle, it could not 
be carried the same as ordinary 
t>Mggage, and that their value, when 
damaged, was such that it required 
great care in handling. 
The case 
has not yef been concluded.

A well-known doctor, who has ex ­ 
perimented with a number of dia­ 
betic flours in order to find suitable 
nourishment for diabetic patients, 
issatisiied in Iiisown mind that pea- 
I nuts prepared in the properiway fur- 
' nish 
011(3 of the most perfect flours 
for such patients. Ilis method of 
preparing the flour is to put thepea- 
nut-kernels with the inner coatings 
into a tin kettle with a perforated 
bottom. 
This kettle is uncovered, 
is fitted on or into a pan filled with 
boiling water, and the nuts are 
boiled for a half hour. 
This is done 
for the purpose of partially drawing 
out superfluous oil. 
The kernels 
are then thoroughly dried, and with 
a rolHng-pin poundod into fine p ar­ 
ticles. 
To prevent waste and scat­ 
tering, it would be well to p ut the 
nuts into a linen bag until they are 
broken. 
The nex t thing to do is to 
p ut the bruised kernels in boiling 
water containing a little vinegan 
XXTen thoroughly boiled, the kernels 
are subjected to dry heat, but they 
must neither be browned nor roast­ 
ed. 
When dry, powder with rolling- 
pin, and you will have a flour ready 
to be used in porridge, with a little 
milk added, in biscuits, and in Ger­ 
man pancakes.—Farm, Field and 
Fireside.
